REMARKS 

In accordance with the above amendment, claims 1-4, 9, 13-15 
and 18-19 have been amended- Claims 1-4, 9, 10 and 13-19 remain 
under consideration in the present application, claims 5-8 and 
11-12 having been withdrawn from consideration. Claims 9-10 have 
been allowed. 

Allowance of claims 9-10 is gratefully acknowledged by the 
applicants. 

In the present action, claims 1-4 and 13-16 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baumann (USPN 
5,800,471). Baumann is said to teach all the features of the 
rejected claims as previously presented because multi-site pacing 
in a single chamber was not expressed in the claims. 
Accordingly, applicants have clarified the present claims to 
specifically include multiple pacing sites within a single 
chamber. It is believed that this should adequately distinguish 
present claims from the teachings of Baumann M71 and render the 
remainder of the present claims allowable. 

Whereas claims 17-19 were not specifically dealt with in the 
present Official Action, it is assumed that they are still under 
consideration and they have been similarly modified accordingly. 
Other minor editing changes have also been made. 

In view of the above amendments taken together with the 
remarks herein, applicants believe that the present claims are 
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now in condition for allowance and reconsideration, withdrawal of 
the present rejections and allowance of the all the claims is 
respectfully requested.
